Now Delhi, the 21st November, 1976 

S,R.O. 313. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Supervisor in the Security Office, Ministry of Defence, namely ;- 

1. Short title and commencement (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Defence^Sccurlty Office (Supervisor) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication tn the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of the post, classification and scale of Pay : — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay 
attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications : — The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 
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4, Disqualifications : — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5, Power to relax Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by orde r 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6, Saving ^Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Recruitment /Promotion Rules for the posts of Techni- 
cal Supervisory Stall and Tradesmen in the lower forma- 
tions of the Navy were contained in Navy Order 373/61 
and Navy Order 60/61. These Recruitment/Promotion Rules 
were revised and notified in SROs 303/72 and 304/72. The 
Gazette Notification was published on 2 Nov. 1972. Among 
other changes, a departmental test was made compulsory 
tor promotion and the then existing eligibility of Trades- 
man Group ’B’ for promotion to the post of Senior Chargc- 
tnan was withdrawal 

2. The SROs of 1972 were received in Naval Head- 
quarters on 12 Dec. 72 and the same were received in the 
lower formations of the Navy on 28 Jan. 73. Before the 
receipt of these SROs the Administrative Authorities of the 
Navy promoted 86 individuals between 2-1L1972 and 
28-1-1973 on the basis of the old rules. These individuals 
did not possess the qualifications laid down in the SROs 
3 03/72 and 304/72. In order to ensure that the 86 indivi- 
duals promoted are not deprived of the benefit received, 
the revised recruitment rules are required to be given effect 
to from 29 Jan, 73. The amended rules were not brought 
inlo force in any of the Command establishments between 
2 Nov, 72 and 29 Jan, 73. Accordingly, the interests of 
none will be prejudically affected by reason of giving effect 
to the SROs from 29 Jan. 73. 

3. In order to avoid a recurrence of such instances, suit- 
able instructions hove been issued to the Services Headquar- 
ters and inter-Service Organisations.
